Under the Patent Act and the rules of patent practice, if the search and examination of an 
entire application can be made without serious burden, the examiner must examine it on the merits, 
even though it may include claims to distinct or independent inventions. MPEP § 803. 

In the present case, examining all species together would not constitute a serious burden 
to the Examiner.
